CALIFORNIA. 


The K allorh Case, 
San Francisco, March 8th. — Deputy 
Sheriff Thomas O’Brien heard six shots, and 
saw Dei Young after the second shot with a 
pistol in hia hand. J. M. Parker, a mer­ 
chant, was a member of the Municipal Com­ 
mittee of the New Constitution party, and 
on friendly terms with Charles De Yonng, 
A question whether be had heard Charles De 
Young, in the summer of 1879, previous to 
the shooting of defendant’s father by De 
Young, utter threals against the elder Kal- 
loch or his family, or any members thereof, 
was objected to, and a long argument ensued. 
The question was finally allowed, and witnetS 
answered in the affirmative. Adjourned. 
C onvention of D istrict A ttorneys— The 
Suits A gainst Tax Collectors. 
San Fbanci3co, March 8th.—The Conven­ 
tion of District Attorneys of the various 
counties interested in the suits instituted by 
C. P, Huntington against the Tax Collectors 
of those counties met again to-day. The 
committee reported that the amount involved 
is $484,978, one-third of which appertains to 
the State and the balance to various counties. 
Tbe committee had interviewed a number of 
attorneys, who wanted from $5,000 to $10,­ 
000 for conducting the case to a conclusion. 
The report was adopted, and the Convention 
balloted for a special attorney, choosing, on 
the fourth ballot, Judge Hoge, who was will 
ing to accept such a remuneration as the Con 
vention thought proper. It was decided to 
pay $2,500 for his services in the Circuit 
Court and the same am- unt additional in the 
event of success. A dispatch from Sacra­ 
mento was received that the Attorney-General 
would appear for the State and coun­ 
ties, and had already employed special 
counsel, and that he wished to co-operate 
with the counsel appointed by the Conven­ 
tion, but would only pay such counsel as the 
Attorney-General employed. 
A message 
was received from Colonel Hoge refusing to 
take the case for less than $5,000 cash, and 
the same amount on the completion of the 
case in the Circuit Court. It waB finally 
decided to employ Colonel Hope and Mr. 
Delmas at a fee not to exceed 810,000, half 
cash, the balance on the determination cf the 
suit. At the evening session a message was 
read from Huge ami Drlmas, accepting the 
proposition of the Convention. An Execu­ 
tive Committee, consisting of tbe District 
Attorneys of Alameda, Santa Clara and 
Santa Cruz counties, was appointed to pro 
rata each county in the expense incurred in 
the defense of the suits, which will be on a 
basis of two per cent, of the amount cf taxes 
due each county fiom the railroads, over and 
above thit portion of the tax to which the 
State is entitled.

Advices from Portland. 
P o rtla n d , March 8th.—The weather is 
cool and showery. 
A Convention composed of ministers and 
delegates from the various Methodist churches 
throughout the State is now in session in this 
city. 'The attendance is quite large, and 
much interest is manifested. 
There is no special movement in wheat, 
and prices remain unchanged. 
John G. McLean, of Washington, D. C., 
has arrived, and left" this morning for Port 
Townsend, en route to Alaska. He comes 
under orders from the Chief Signal Officer, 
United States Army, and will establish his 
headquarters at Sitka for the purpose of ob­ 
taining certain scientific data concerning the 
temperature, rainfall, etc., which heretofore 
has not been accurately known. Six mem­ 
bers of the Northwestern Trading Company 
will be appointed as assistants, and will take 
regular observations. One assistant will be 
stationed at Yukatat, which will be the ex­ 
treme northwestern point, one at Portage 
Bay, and one at Cordova Bay stations, after 
Mr. McLean arrives in Sitka. 
Grading on the Pen d’Oraille division of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad is now com­ 
pleted 184 miles northeast of Wallula, and 
the track laid foi 66 miles. There is enough 
iron at Ainsworth to complete the 100th 
mile, and enough en ronte between New Ta­ 
coma and Ainsworth to finish the track to 
Lake Pen d’Oreille. The delay in laying the 
track last fall and winter was caused by the 
loss of much bridge and trestle timber, which 
was driven down the Yakima. Enough tim­ 
ber is stored at Ainsworth to carry tho track 
120 miles, reaching the first wooded region. 
Parties are now building trestles and bridges 
on that portion of the ru&d lying in the 
Spokan country. The contract for grading 
the remaining 44 miles of the Pen d’Oieille 
division will be let this week. A large party 
of surveyors will start over the work (his 
month. 
Ship Libeled - Sentenced to the P eniten­ 
tiary -T eleg rap h ic E xtension—Jo Lace

P ortland, March 8th.—The American 
ship Canada, which arrived here from New 
York on the 5th instant with a cargo of rail­ 
road iron, was libeled to-day in the United 
States Couit for debt, and is now in tbe cus­ 
tody of the United States Marshal. The 
amount claimed is $676 70, due from Whit­ 
lock, Glover & Co., New York. The claim 
is alleged to have been due prior to the rail­ 
ing of the Canada for this port. No bonds 
have yet been furnished by the vessel. 
Jndge Deady sentenced this afternoon A. 
A. White to the Penitentiary for three years 
on a charge of forging a postal money order 
last summer at The Dalles. 
Ah Hoy was sentenced to the Penitentiary 
by Judge Stott for two years for burglary. 
The Western Union Telegraph Company 
will begin to-morrow the construction of a 
line from Ainsworth to Spokane Falls, 150 
miles, following the line of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad. They will also commence this 
month the construction cf a line from Walla 
Walla to Grange City, 66 miles, following the 
branch of the Oregon Railway and Naviga­ 
tion Company’s road, and will also build a 
line from Puyallup, W. T., to Carbonado, 25 
miles, touching the new Carbon Hill coal 
mines. 
The cable through the Straits of Fuca from 
Lacmner, W. T., to VictoriaBeach has been 
abandoned, and a line will be built from the 
former point cverland to connect with the 
Dominion line. 
News has just been received here of the 
very serious illness of General Joseph Lane, 
at his home near Roseburg. Owing to hia 
advanced age and extreme feebleness, hia 
death is expected any day. 
A man named M. Sullivan, living a’ Me- 
Minaville, Yamhill county, engaged in an 
altercation to-day with a young man named 
Jas. Lee. During the quarrel Sullivan drew 
a pistol, cocking the weapon, and was just in 
the act of discharging it when Lee caught his 
hand and wrested the revolver from him. He 
then proceeded to administer a terrible beat­ 
ing to Sullivan. Sullivan claims that Lee 
seduced his daughter.

MORMON 
ADVICE. 


A 
recent interview w ith a Mormon 
bishop contains one or tw o suggestions 
w hich are not to be despised. 
One of 
them is to the effeSt th a t the G overnm ent 
w ould find m uch less difficulty in E olving 
th e M orm on problem if it w ould send b et­ 
te r men to occupy official positions in U tah 
T erritory. 
I t is undoubtedly the case th a t 
some w retchedly poor m aterial has been 
sen t there of late years, and th a t the 
present 
supply 
is 
not 
of 
the 
finest 
q u ality. 
The em olum ents of territorial 
offices are so poor th a t capable men de­ 
cline to accept such appointm ents as a rule, 
and th e result is th a t men who expect to 
m ake m oney in irregular w ays too common­ 
ly get th e offices. 
Of course in such cases 
scandals result, and in other cases the 
office-holders are shallow demagogues who 
th in k to m ake their m ark by blind assaults 
upon the Mormons. 
In a difficult and deli­ 
cate situation like this, th e best men are not 
too good to be employed. 
The G overnm ent 
li a3 m ade the m istake so common in the school 
system , of p u ttin g the prim ary departm ents 
in th e hands of th e least capable and ex­ 
perienced teachers. 
The M ormon problem 
ought to have been handled by our ablest 
officials, w hereas it has been relegated to 
th e least able. 
In th is particular the sug­ 
gestion of Bishop Sharp is sound, b u t we 
suppose th a t there is very little probability 
of its being adopted. 
W e arc a very con­ 
servative people, n ot despite of, b ut be­ 
cause of, our dem ocratic institutions, and 
one effect of this conservatism is th a t when 
w e have got on th e w rong road we insist 
upon sticking to it long after our m istake 
has been discovered. 
W itness the Indian 
problem , w hich has been very m uch worse 
m anaged th an the M ormon one, b u t con­ 
c e rn in g which no prospect of im provem ent 
has thus far appeared. 


GLADSTONE 
AND 
T H E 
BOERS. 


M r. G ladstone is said to have determ ined 
to make peace w ith th e Boers, notw ith­ 
standing th e succession of reverses w hich 
th ey have indicted upon th e English arms. 
T his determ ination he is understood to have 
reached in th e teeth of a form idable and 
q u ite general dem and for the “ vindica­ 
tion ” of the B ritish prestige, and against 
representations to the effect th a t the result 
of m aking peace after having been beaten 
w ould be to create th e belief among the 
K affir tribes th a t the Boers w ere really 
m ore pow erful th an th e whole English na­ 
tion. 
M r. G ladstone is understood to hold 
th a t the w ar upon the Boers was originally 
w ith o u t justification ; th a t he found it on 
his hands when he took office ; b u t th at it 
is his duty as a C hristian statesm an to do 
justice on behalf of his country, to m at­ 
te r w hat m isapprehension 
m ay 
result. 
In one sense this may be regarded as a 
very lofty position to take, b u t it is by no 
m eans clear th a t it is a position w hich will 
prove tenable, unless M r. G ladstone is pre­ 
pared to fellow it up by abandoning the 
B ritish settlem ents in South A frica alto­ 
gether. 
If th e Boers alone were to be con­ 
sidered th e proposed policy m ight serve, 
b u t th e B ritish G overnm ent has to take 
into account the consequences of its action 
upon th e Kaffirs, who are keenly observing 
w hat passes, and who, like all savages, are 
certain to conclude th a t a pow er which 
seeks peace after defeat is a weak power, 
and therefore a safe pow er to defy or to 
attack . 
I t is therefore very probable th a t 
one effect of M r. G ladstone’s m agnanim ity 
tow ards th e Boers will be to plunge his 
adm inistration into a new Zulu war, which, 
if he lem ains in his present tem per, may 
necessitate th e 
abandonm ent 
of G reat 
B ritain’s colonial possessions in* Africa.

I t appears 
w orth 
while to 
inquire 
w hether th e practice of appointing or 
eleciir.g Boards and Commissions to do 
public w ork w ithout any rem uneration, is 
one w hich is justified by its results. 
The 
tendency to appoint this kind of Board is 
certainly very pronounced, and as gov­ 
ernm ent is continually becoming 
more 
complex, th e excuses for such recourse are 
on th e increase. 
In fact a considerable 
p art of th e whole w ork of adm inistration 
is now perform ed by th is m achinery, and 
it is therefore th e more desirable to ascer­ 
tain w hether th e m ethod is really a sound 
one. 
T he underlying assum ption 
upon 
w hich th e theory of unpaid Boards seems 
to rest, is th a t there exists an available 
elem ent of men of leisure and public spirit 
who can be induced to devote more or less 
of th eir tim e to th e public service w ithout 
any o th er com pensation th an th e sense of 
d u ty perform ed. 
T his assum ption, how ­ 
ever, is open to Eharp criticism . 
A s a 
m atter of fact there is no such leisured 
class m this country. 
Am ericans are em ­ 
phatically w orkers, and all our best in tel­ 
ligences are fully engaged in various en­ 
grossing pursuits. 
I t m ust, therefore, be 
understood th a t such unpaid appointm ents 
as we refer to are as a rule m ade from men 
in active business ; and such men cannot 
bestow upon the public service a sufficient 
am ount of thought and tim e w ithout in ­ 
juring o r neglecting th eir personal in ter­ 
ests. 
T his being th e fact, it follows th at 
it is very seldom possible to secure th e ser­ 
vices of the m ost able men on unpaid 
Boards. 
Such m en are n ot willing, save 
in exceptional instances, to give up th eir 
valuable tim e to th e S tate w ithout any 
compensation. 
The consequence naturally, 
and alm ost necessarily, is, th a t w hen it is 
required to fill these appointm ents it is 
found im possible to do so w ithout having 
recourse to another class of men—nam ely, 
those who th in k they can tu rn the ostensi­ 
bly unpaid appointm ent to a profitable 


account. 
The fact th a t there is never any diffi­ 
culty in filling unpaid appointm ents m ust 
be considered together w ith the fact th at 
there is alw ays great, and generally insup­ 
erable, difficulty, in getting the best men 
for such positions. 
I t is certainly not the 
best class who are alw ays w illing to ac­ 
cept these offices. 
V ery commonly we 
find them sought by politicians who have 
m astered th e m ysteries of party m anage­ 
m ent. 
N ot seldom th ey are held by men 
who, judging from th eir ostensible busi­ 
ness, could not afford to devote the neces­ 
sary tim e to th e w ork ; y et these men 
certainly do not appear to lose anything 
by th eir public labors. 
The tru th is th a t 
w hen m en of this class seek unpaid posi­ 
tions it is because th ey see th eir way to 
com pensating them selves in illegitim ate 
ways. 
T hey have certain patronage at 
th eir disposal. 
Or th ey have the auditing 
of accounts, or th e purchase of supplies, or 
some one of a dozen different m ethods of 
g etting leverages upon th e treasury, or 
levying a kind of blackm ail upon individ­ 
uals. 
They in fact expect to, aud do, play 
th e role of m iddlem en betw een th e State 
and th e objects of th eir tru st, and they 
exact tolls froAi all who have to do w ith 
th eir departm ent, w hether as employes or 
as contractors or m erchants. 
I t is absurd to expect th a t men of this 
grade w ill exert them selves disinterestedly 
for th e State. 
They go into politics w ith 
the deliberate purpose of m aking th e occu­ 
pation rem unerative, and they have no idea 
of devoting their energies to public uses 
for th e m ere satisfaction of public spirit. 
The general result is th a t too m any of the 
departm ents which are controlled by u n ­ 
paid Boards or Commissions are ineffi­ 
ciently 
or extravagantly or dishonestly 
governed. 
W hen 
th e purpose 
of 
th e 
tru st has a m oral or an educational or a 
reform atory side, th a t side is as a rule 
neglected, aud the only p art of th e busi­ 
ness w hich really interests the Board is 
th a t w hich concerns the finances of th e in­ 
stitu tio n . 
Such Boards n aturally pervert 
and debase th e departm ents over which 
they preside. T hey introduce partisanship 
into them . 
They intrigue and cabal for 
the em ploym ent of th eir own creatures. 
They tak e positions antagonistic to th e in­ 
terests of th e State. 
They look a t every­ 
thing from a ren al staud-point. 
A ud be­ 
cause th ey are practically irresponsible, 
though often exercising large powers, they 
not infrequently cause serious mischief, 
and fru strate th e best-m eant legislation. 
W e th in k it is open to very serious doubt 
w hether in th e interests of good govern­ 
m ent unpaid Boards ought not to be con­ 
dem ned and abandoned. 
If, as we claim, 
the fundam ental assum ption in th e theory 
of such institutions is a false one, the 
whole theory necessarily 
falls 
to the 
ground. 
If we cannot secure public spirit­ 
ed and leisured m en to do this kind of 
work, we are not justified in continuing 
the experim ent, since it is obvious th a t the 
work w ill n ot be properly done by th e 
only other class available. 
On th e other 
hand it is plain th a t if we adopt th e prin­ 
ciple of paying for all public w ork, we 
shall be euabled to enlarge the field of 
selection greatly, and th a t while obtaining 
mora responsibility on th e p a rt of office­ 
holders we shall also secure increased econ­ 
om y and efficiency. 
I t is, 
moreover, 
questionable 
w hether 
th e 
Commission 
principle generally does not involve a con­ 
fession of radical defects in the 
gov­ 
ernm ental system , and w hether an ap­ 
proxim ately perfect governm ental system 
ought not to provide for th e perform ance 
of all th e w ork w hich these Beards are 
supposed to do, w ithout th e creation of 
such supplem entary institutions at all. 


AN 
UNREASONABLE 
DEMAND. 


F or some tim e past there has been a t in­ 
tervals a dem and from p art of th e press of 
the southern counties of this State, for 
separation. 
I t appears th a t there are in 
those counties people who th in k th a t they 
would be b etter off if they were allowed 
to form a S tate by them selves. D uring the 
late session of th e Legislature an attem p t 
was m ade to force th is question into prom i­ 
nence, b u t it was not successful, and for 
several very strong reasons we do not 
th in k it is likely to be in the near future. 
None of th e argum ents w hich th e separat­ 
ists have employed can be, under the cir­ 
cum stances, of much w eight. 
T he simple 
facts of th e situation are against th eir po­ 
sition hopelessly. 
W e have here about 
850,000 soul», w ith a territo ry capable of 
subsisting 20,000,000 easily. 
I t is true 
th a t th e ex te n t of th is territo ry is such as 
to produce certain inconveniences in the 
adm inistration of th e laws, and especially 
as regards litigation. 
I t is also true th a t 
th e interests of the various sections are 
diversified. 
T his 
la tte r 
circum stance, 
however, 
is 
no 
more 
an 
argum ent 
/o r 
separation 
th an 
in 
th e 
case 
of 
th e 
various 
seetions of 
th e 
Union, 
or in th e 
case of th e various sections 
of England, or France, or Italy , or Spain, 
or G erm any. 
D iversity of interests does 
not 
hinder 
harm ony 
of 
governm ent, 
especially w hen th e form of governm ent is 
representative. 
B ut we have a t present 
a sparse and widely scattered population, 


and it is to th e common in terest to m ake 
our goverm ental expenses as light as possi­ 
ble. 
Two governm ents w ould involve a 
very great increase of taxation. 
T he idea 
of th e southern people th a t th ey could do 
b etter if th ey form ed a S tate by them selves 
is not justified by experience. 
In such 
case th ey w ould sim ply have to bear all 
the expenses of a S tate governm ent, and 
they w ould soon find th a t they had gained 
nothing in economy by taking upon them ­ 
selves th is expensive increase cf dignity. 
W h at could a separate governm ent do for 
them , m oieover, th a t the present govern­ 
m ent fails to do ? 
W ould it render settle­ 
m ent m ore rapid ? 
Increase of taxation 
does not usually have th a t result. 
W ould 
it m ake th eir soil more prolific, their 
clim ate more genial, th eir business oppor­ 
tu nities greater, th eir enterprise more keen? 
W ould it bring them practical advantages 


in any direction, of a kind and degree ca­ 
pable of counterbalancing th e additional 
expense incurred? 
W e. caunot perceive 
th a t it would do any of these things. 
I t 
would m ake more w ork for politicians. 
I t 
would create more openings for office-seek­ 
ers. 
I t w ould stim ulate th e ingenuity of 
the class th a t lives upon th e public—the 
tax-eaters, in short. 
B u t so far we have 
not been able to perceive th a t the people 
them selves, th e taxpayers, th a t is to eay, 
have any reason for desiring such a change. 
The southern counties will, we tru st, form 
p art and parcel of California for genera­ 
tions to come. 
W hen th is State has been 
populated, when it is beginning to subsist 
its n atural proportion of iuhabitanta, it 
will be tim e enough to discuss the question 
of separation, though we have no doubt 
th a t long before th a t tim e is reached the 
advantages of a single governm ent will 
have been so generally recognized th a t all 
this incipient agitation will have been for­ 
gotten.

nanza recently uncovered, continuing to 
w iden'at every stroke of th e pick, left an 
overhanging wall on one side th a t appeared 
more like loam th an th e ordinary wall or 
vein m atter of a quartz ledge, and so soft 
th at it caved in such a w ay as to obstruct 
th e work. 
They then w ent up above the 
cave and decided to run down on the ledge 
in a new place, so as to get under th e cave, 
in order to have solid ground to w ork on ; 
aud in cleaning away a place to sta rt in, 
they found lying on th e ore, on top of the 
ledge, in the soft loam three feet from the 
surface, five stone ham m ers such as aie 
found in the ancient ruins and abandoned 
m ines of the Aztecs all over the country, 
; show ing clearly th a t the Silver B ilt has 
been w orked in prehistoric times. 
This is 
. the first and only indication th a t has been 
fonnd th a t the B elt was ever disturbed be­ 
fore th e present owners uncovered it. Dan 
Thorne exhibited one of 
th e hamm ers, 
which a m iner had broken in order to see 
the quality of the stone of w hich it was 
made" 
The m aterial is a dark, tough, 
slatv-looking rock, such as th e ancients 
: used in m aking all their ham m ers and axes.

W a s h in g t o n , M arch 8th.—There is a good 
deal of talk among the quid nuucs about an 
extra session cf Congress, but President Gar 
field has uo present intention of calling any, 
and unless some unforseen neces-sity arises he 
is not at all likely to change his mind. Look­ 
ing at the question from a party point of 
view, it would manifestly be bad policy for 
him to precipitate an organization of the 
House of Representative until the vacancies 
in the seats of Messrs. Conger, Hawley, 
Mitchell and Frye Bball have been filled, as 
the Republicans even the?! would hardly be 
able to m uster their very slim m ajority, and 
it is equally evident th at a call for an extra 
session would be unpopular with the general 
public unless some unquestionable justifica­ 
tion could be assigned for it. The only weighty 
motive thus far suggested is the alleged 
need of a refunding law, but in repiy to this 
argument it is asserted th at the Secretary of 
the Treasury has over §100,000,000 of 4 per 
centa which can be used for refunding the 
fives and sixes th a t will soon he redeemable 
(but not payable), and aside from this consid­ 
eration the treasury surplus, present and 
prospective, is so large th at a goodly portion 
of the debt cau be absolutely redeemed be­ 
fore the next Congress makes further pro­ 
vision. 
. 
I t has been definitely decided to appoint 
W illiam E . Chandler Solicitor-General of the 
D epartm ent of Justice, and his nomination 
wili be sent to the SeBate before the close of 
the special session. 
Edward M cPherson explicitly denies that 
he is an applicant for the position of First 
Assistant Postm aster General. 
Ex-Post­ 
master Chauncey G. Filley, of St. Louis, 
seems likely to get it, and Tyner will proba­ 
bly be given a good Government position 
abroad. 
General John A. Bingham, of Ohio, will 
not be disturbed as M inister to Japan. 
I t is reported th at President Garfield, after 
a conference with Secretary Blaine and A t­ 
torney-General McVeagh, has decided to re­ 
nominate Stanley M atthews for the Supreme 
Court vacancy. 
The statem ent is made with 
great positiveness, but cannot be verified, 
and it seems doubtful. 
Commissioner LeD uc is believed to be 
hooked for displacement, aud ex Representa­ 
tive Loiing, of Massachusetts, appears to 
have the inside track of all the numerous 
competitors for his succession. 
Orange Judd, the well-known editor of the 
American Agriculturalist, is also well sup­ 
ported for this appointment, and ex Con­ 
gressmen Felton, "of Georgia, will likewise 
make a push for it. 
The Republicans of the Indiana Con­ 
gressional delegation to-day agreed to make 
the following recom m endations: John A. 
New to be A ssistant Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury ; J . W . Gordon to succeed Judge H unt 
in the Court of Claims, and U nited States 
M arshal Dudley to be Commissioner of P at 
ent». 
As Indiana did much in the campaign, 
and has yet received but little, these recom­ 
mendations are expected to have weight. 
J . U. Bancroft Davis has decided to resign

bedroom. 
In other words, bew are of the 
rock spring : stick to sewerage. Is night-air 
injurious ? Isth e re a single p retext for such 
au idea ?

PHILHARMONIC .SOCIETY—“ ATHALIE.” 


To night the Philharmonic Society, at the 
Congregational Church, gives another of the 
season’s entertainments. In addition to a 
select concert programme for a first part, 
there will be given Mendelssohn’s “ Athalie,” 
poetry by Racine. A brief sketch of the 
argument and method of the oratorio, and 
the disposition of the parts, will be of inter­ 
est. Athalie, sister of Ahab and mother of 
Akaziah, King of Judea, hearing of the death 
of her son, destroyed all the royal family and 
usurped the throne. Joath, alone, infant son 
of Ahaziah, was hidden by his nurse, and 
brought ur> in secret by Jehvidah, the High 
Triest. 
Six years after, Jehvidah called 
together the Priests and Levi tés aud heads 
of tribes and proclaimed the royal birth of 
the child, and annointed him King. Atha- 
liab, or Athalie, aroused by the s rnnd of the 
trumpets and rejoicings of the people, com­ 
ing to the temple to learn the cause, was 
seized and led beyond the gates of Jerusalem 
and was slain. 
The oratorio opens with a 
reading, reciting the primary historic facts, 
followed by a chorus of praise. The first and 
second sopranos continue the song, and the 
alto and chorus take it up whero they cease, 
apd the chorus again join in praise— 
Ilo’y, holv, ever blessed law ! 
O sovereign justice, goodness past expressing 1 
A quartet of sopranos and altos beseech 
the people to acknowledge the love of God 
and adore Him. A reader then continues the 
historic recital, and tells of Athalie’s attempt 
to win over Eliacin, heir of Judah’s throne, 
but he rejects her proffers and denounces 
Baal, whereat a chorus of sopranos breaks 
forth iu “ admirative srng,” followed by reci­ 
tations and songs by altns. tenora and basees 
concerning Athalie’s sacrifice to Baal and in­ 
quiries as -to the mission of the royal child, 
and meditative strains upon .the lasting joys 
that attend childhood when taught by 
Heaven. 
The argument then proceeds with 
alternate striins of praise prayer ; 
How long, how long, O Lord, shall we. who bow 
before Thee, 
Behold the godless against Thee arise. 
The alto meanwhile calls for dance and 
sor.g, and bids the people cherish mirth and 
banish sadness, enjoy the present hours and 
banish thought of the morrow. Tne reader 
recites the effort of the Queen to have the 
child consigned to her hands, her defeat and 
the artifice of the priest, followed by a recita­ 
tive monrrdng the threatened evil which 
overhangs Judah. 
Joab then rallies the 
priests, recalls to them the deeds of David, 
and inspires them to arm for the defense of 
religion and law. This is followed by rally­ 
ing choruses and encouraging strains by 
tenors and basses, mingled with the lamenta­ 
tions of the sopranos and altos. Then comes 
the narrative of the ieadirg forth of the royal 
child crowned with the crown of David, the 
war march of the priests, the discovery 
of the I’rince to the Queen, her flight, the 
rout of her soldiers and the destruction of 
Baal’s temple, the oratorio closing with a 
chorus of victory and praise. 
Professor 
Fleissner is the musical direct >r of the even­ 
ing; Miss Bohl, pianist; Mrs. Hansbrow, 
Miss Wilsey. Miss Clinch and Mrs. Carter, 
and Messrs, Beaumont and De Yoe, soloists, 
with Miss H etty Palmer and Albert H art as 
readers. 
Miss Griffin assists at the piano, 
also in the war march by the priests. The 
oratorio has long been in recital. It is the 
greatest work yet attempted by the society, 
and public expectation is much awakened in 
consequence.

HEALTH 
REPORT. 


Annual Report of the city Board of Health 
—S uggestions Made. 


The City Board of Health, by its Secretary, 
has submitted its annual report for the year 
ending February 28, 1881, which is to be 
printed in pamphlet form by the Board. 
It 
is too extended to be here given in full. It 
contains the transactions of the Board during 
the year, including sanitary improvements 
effected, and recommendations with a view 
to further results in that direction. The lead­ 
ing portions of the report are as follows : 
During the past year the sanitary inspec­ 
tion of the city has been attended to with a 
thoroughness far exceeding that of inány 
former years, akd as a consequence the clean­ 
liness of the city has been maintained and 
the abatement of nuisances has been effected 
with corresponding efficiency. This improve­ 
ment has resulted mainly from the fact that 
the present Health Officer, F. T. Phillips, has 
devoted nearly his entire time and energies 
to the duties of his office, while, heretofore, 
the office has been regarded by the incumbent 
as a sort of supplementary employment to 
his ether and main business, and its duties 
have been performed in a correspondingly 
desultory manner. This statement is not in­ 
tended, however, to reflect on previous 
Health Officers or on their efficiency, as the 
salary allowed, viz: $50 per month, could 
not be, and was not expected to compensate 
an efficient man for devoting his entire time 
and attention to the duties of the office. 
1 
would suggest to the Board, therefore, in this 
connection, the propriety of recommending 
to the Honorable Board of City Trustees the 
passage of an amended ordinance requiring 
the Health Officer iu future to devote his 
whole time and attention to the duties of the 
office, arid the allowance of such an increase 
in the amount of salary as they may deem 
sufficient compensation for such additional 
services. 
t h e nt-m ber o f n u isa n c e s 
Reported as abated during the year is 225, 
consisting principally of defective house- 
drains, overflowing privy-vaults and cesspools, 
accumulations of garbage and vegetable and 
animal refuse in yards and vacant lots and 
underneath h uses and in cellars. China­ 
town (so-called) underwent during the early 
part of the summer as complete supervision 
and cleaning up as was found practicable un­ 
der the power possessed by the city authori­ 
ties over such matters. A recourse to the 
Police Court has on several occasions been 
deemed requisite in order to effect the abate­ 
ment of nuisances: aud the Health Officer 
reports that the City Attorney and Police 
Judge have both manifested an active sympa­ 
thy with the Board in their efforts to keep 
the city in a cleanly and healthy condition, 
and that with few exceptions he has found 
the owners of property willing to effect such 
sanitary improvements on their premises as 
were shown to be desirable and necessary. 
The filling in of low lots on which stagnant 
water remained after the fall of the river, 
has received considerable attention, but on 
account of difficulties in the way of effective 
legal control over such matters, this part of 
the work has not been quite as satisfactory as 
could be desired. Nevertheless, much has 
been done in this direction, several lots hav­ 
ing been filled in to the general level of the 
neighborhood, and thus proper causes of 
complaint by the owners of adjoining proper­ 
ty have been removed. 
Great improvements have been effected in 
the condition of that perennial source of com­ 
plaint, China slough, lying north of I street, 
both by the partial prevention of garbage 
dumping and the depositing of house offal 
therein, and by the filling in of the west end 
thereof, beyond Second street. 
Doubtless in 
a short time hereafter the place will be con­ 
verted from an eyesore, and a center of 
pestilent exhalations, to a fairly beautiful 
sheet of pure water and a pleasant place of 
resort. The Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany have expressed themselves desirous of 
doing all in their power to co-operate with 
the city authorities to that desirable end. 
SMALL-POX MATTERS. 
In the month of December n case of small­ 
pox was reported, which proved however to 
bs nothing mere serious than varioloid, on 
the corner of Twentieth and M streets. 
This following on the outbreak of the disease 
iu San FrancLco, it was deemed of sufficient 
importance to engage the attention of the 
Board, not only in respect of quarantine, but 
also as to the use of other safeguards against 
the spread of the disease. The City Board of 
Education had their attention cal.ed to the 
matter, and in consequence they appointed a 
committee to confer with the President 
pro tem. of 
the 
Board of 
Health, as 
to the propriety of a general re-vaccination 
of the children in attendance on the public 
schools. 
The result of the conference was. 
that it was decided to issue an order that all 
children in attendance on the schools, to­ 
gether with the teachers and employes who 
had not been vaccinated within a few years, 
should be revaccinated, and produce a certifi­ 
cate of such vaccination before being allowed 
to continue their attendance. 
The President 
pro tem. of the Board of Health, after con­ 
sultation with his colleagues, and with their 
consent, proffered the services of every mem­ 
ber of the Board to carry out this measure of 
general vaccination gratuitously. 
In conse 
quence of this arrangement certain hours of 
each day, for nearly two weekB, were set 
apart for per forming the service at the offices 
of the several members. Puie bovine vac­ 
cine virus was procured from reliable sources, 
and the work was thoroughly performed ; 
between two and three thousand children in 
alt having been vaccinated under the arrange­ 
ment, besides large numbers, doubtless, who 
resorted to their respective family physicians. 
A YEAR OF UNUSUAL HEALTHFUI.NBSS. 
If we may judge by a comparison of the 
mortality reports of last year with those of 
the year preceding, and with those of former 
years generally, we shall be satisfied that 
either there has been less sickness than usual 
among the population of the city during the 
past year, or that the sickness lias been of a 
less serious character. I think the experi­ 
ence of most of our physicians will concur in 
showing both these conditions to have ex­ 
isted, aud as a matter of fact that it has been 
a year of somewhat uncommon healthfulness. 
The following statement in tabular form of 
the number of deaths reported from March, 
1880, to February. 1SS1, inclusive, and also 
of those reported in the corresponding period 
of the previous year, will show clearly the 
truth of this statement.

This table shows the remarkable difference 
of 82 deaths between the two years quoted, 
and in favor of last year. 
It is necessaiy, 
however, to deduct from this number in ex­ 
cess 22 deaths of patients and inmates at the 
County Hospital during the time it occupied 
the Agricultural Society’s Pavilion in the 
months of March, April, May, Juue and 
July, 1879. Ih e numbers for these months 
in the column 1879-80 are marked by an 
asterisk ; and the number of deaths occurring 
in the County Hospital during the respective 
months is shown in the column to the right of 
the total numbers. These 22 deaths, occur­ 
ring iu the city, were necessarily reported 
among city deaths, while in reality they did 
not belong to the proper mortality of the 
city. 
. 
After deducting these 22 deaths, we have 
remaining an excess of GO over the number 
occurring during the past year, or nearly one- 
sixth of the whole number. 
Taking the population of the city as shown 
bv the United States census of 1880. as 
21,500, wre have a dsath rate per 1,000 of 
17.14 for last year, while that of the previ­ 
ous jear amounts to 19.25. 
Moreover, ac­ 
cording to the report of the State Board of 
Health for the year ending June, 1880, the 
mortality in 1878 was in excess even of that 
of 1879 SO. 
LEADING CAUSES OF MORTALITY. 
On examining in detail the mortality re­ 
ports of the past year, we find that 37 deaths 
are certified as caused by pulmona.v con­ 
sumption, 37 by pneumonia, 22 by fevers, 
characterized as typhoid, typho-raalarial, re 
mittent and congestive ; we find, moreover, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, 
croup, 
whooping-cough and cholera infantum, to­ 
gether, credited with 26 deaths ; while acci­ 
dents, including suicide, caused 22. The ap­ 
parently large number of 68 are arranged 
under the head “ unknown ; ” and lastly, the 
number of deaths uader 5 years is shown to 
be 87, or nearly 24 per cent, of the whole 
number. 
It may not be out of place here to say that 
about 95 per cent, of the deaths marked “ un­ 
known ” are those of Chinese. The Chinese 
physicians, besides being averse to signing a 
document, which they perhaps do not fully 
comprehend, are not acquainted with our 
nosological terminoloay, and hence they were 
formerly in the habit of returning all the 
deaths of their people as caused by consump­ 
tion, whether the disease of which they died 
bore any likeness to phthisis or not. This 
practice, however, made a bad and untrue 
showing for th<* healthfulness of the city, 
and in consequence, they are new buried un­ 
der a special certificate intended for those 
who have died vfitbout the atteudance of a 
physician, but whose death appears to be 


regular, and therefore not to call for a Coro­ 
ner’s inquest. 
It will be observed that these 
Chinese deaths form about 15 per cent, of 
the whole cum ber; an evidence that the 
death rate among them is much higher than 
among the white population. 
As shown above, about 10 per cent, of the 
deaths are caused by pulmonary consump­ 
tion, and another 10 per cent, by pneumonia. 
If we were to infer from this that the climate 
of the Sacramento valley is predisposing or 
exciting to pulmonary diseases we should 
be greatly in error. 
The faet3 in the 
premises are that 
the 
larger 
number 
of those dying of consumption, and a 
large number of those dying of pneumonia, 
have come to this country because of their 
tendency to or actually suffering from pul­ 
monary diseases. 
Hence the mortality from 
these two causes is no measure of the health­ 
fulness of the valley or city in this respect. 
THE RECORD OF BIRTHS. 
When we come to consider the matter of 
births during the year, I find myself in no 
condition to report satisfactorily. 
Returns 
of only 102 births have been made to the 
Board, and this number we know falls short 
of the actual number which have occurred in 
the city. From information furnished to Dr. 
F. \\ . Hatch, the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, by the School Census Mar­ 
shal, it would appear that in the vear 1879­ 
89, tjjere were 356 living births in’ the city. 
But, as Dr. Hatch remarks, there is no 
method known ly which the accuracy of 
this enumeration can be certainly deter­ 
mined. For my own part, I think it likely 
that this enumeration falls far short of the 
actual number. 
Assuming the population of 
the city to be 21,500, as per the late-t United 
States census, we obtain thus a birth rate of 
only 16.5 per thousand. 
Now the death rate 
under the exceptionally favorable condition 
of last year has been shown to be 17.14 per 
thousand. 
WheD, moreover, it is seen that 
24 per cent, of the deaths occurring were 
those of children under five years of age, aud 
that the number of deaths exceeds the num­ 
ber of births, the peicer.tage of deaths under 
five years of age would be about 25 per cent, 
of the births. A moment’s considerati n 
will convince one that the number of births 
stated must be under the truth, or we are 
confronted by the fact that Sacramento is un­ 
ible even to maintain the number of its 
population undimini8hed except by immigra­ 
tion. But we are not drivea'to accept this 
alternative, for, as a matter of fact., many 
physicians wholly ne.-iect to make returns of 
the births occurring under their supervision. 
Further, we know that as many and probably 
more births take place under the attendance 
of midwives than under that of physicians, 
and tin t many others are attend- il by experi­ 
enced women who do not regularly pra dice 
midwifery ; and the two latter classes never, 
or only with raro exceptions the first, make 
returns as required by law. 
A REMEDY SUGGESTED. 
W hat shall be done to remedy this evil ? 
For undoubtedly it is desirable to have an 
accurate register of the births occurring in the 
community, as well as those of the deaths 
and marriages. The present law is evidently 
inoperative, as far as births are concerned. 
Is there any use iu seeking to have it amend­ 
ed ? I am not one of those who look to legis­ 
lation for the cure of Bocial evils, but con- 
trarywise I think it is to public intelligence 
and public sentiment that we must look to 
direct and improve legislation ; for this is the 
lesson taught by history on that point. 
I 
am disposed, however, to think that such a 
change might be made in the city ordinances, 
or in the State law, as would aid materially 
in obtaining an 
approximately complete 
registration of births in the future. 
Such a 
law mast, to be effectual, laying aside alljde- 
pendence on physicians or mid wives, make it 
obligatory on the parent or parents of the chil­ 
dren born, to report the same to some officer, 
as the City or County Clerk, within twenty- 
four hours, or say one week, of the event, and 
the regulation should be enforced by the im­ 
position of a small fine for neglect, without 
di-cretion of remittance on the part of aDy 
officer or Court. 
1 would suggest therefore 
that this Board recommend to the honorable 
Board of City Trustees the consideration of 
the matter of a change in the city ordinance 
regulating such matters. 
MEDICAL AID TO THE POOR. 
• 
The City and County Dispensary next de­ 
mands notice. Judging from the reports of 
the Attending Physician, Dr. W. H. Bald­ 
win, thi- institution is taken advautage of by 
a large number of poor citizens. 
Over 1,600 
prescriptions have been made at the Di-p< ns- 
ary, and about 500 visits made to applicants 
at their own houses. The County Jail aij.1 
City Prison have both been visited sever;-1 
times during each month. The cost of dings 
aDd medicines supplied during Ihe year, and 
audited by the B ,ard, amounts to the Bum of 
$811, which, together with the Falary of the 
Pnysician, $50 per month, and thatof the Jan­ 
itor, $10 per month, amounts to an aggregate 
of $1,531 for the year’s expenses.

As wedlock is always a subject in which

Notwithstanding the dis­ 
parity of age they are lepresented as mutu­ 
ally and passionately devoted. 
She was, I 
hear, one of the fate Mrs. Simonton’s close 
friends, which has been an additional rea­ 
son for Simonton’s second choice. 
He is 
au old Californian, in the sense in which 
the expression is employed with you ; for, 
though a native of Columbia county, in the 
Kinpne State, he went to California in 
1850, with the intent to etart a Whig 
journal there, having been urged to do 
so by W illiam H. Seward, Henry Olay, 
Daniel W ebster and other illustrious mem­

He accepted ; but after four or five months 
decided to return to this city, where he had 
begun his profession at 21 as a law re ­ 
porter, and to resume a connection he had 
already formed with the old Courier and 
Enquirer. 
Raymond was then the work­ 
ing editor of th at sheet, and when he re­ 
tired in 1851, he set up the Times. 
Simon­ 
ton accompanied him, and was for some 
years its Washington correspondent as well 
as a shareholder in the company. 
In 1859 
he went back to California, where lie pur­ 
chased a large interest in the Evenimj B ul­ 
letin an 1 in the M omimj Call, which in­ 
terest he still retains, and which has been 
the basis of his fortune. 
During the au­ 
tumn of 1806, he was called to the General 
Agency of the Associated Press as the suc­ 
cessor of D. II. Craig, and has continued 
to be an indefatigable worker in that posi­ 
tion ever since. 
I t is whispered that he 
intends to resign his place, and seek a long 
aud much-needed rest on a farm he owns 
near San Francisco. 
But whether he will 
really do so or not depends upon circum­ 
stances. 
The second marriage in which citizens of 
the modern Dorado are likely to be inter­ 
ested is the marriage of the only daughter 
of D. O. Milis, of the Bank of California, 
to W hitelaw Reid, of the New York T ri­ 
bune. 
Reid has been reported to be on the 
eve of marriage to various women for ten 
years at least. 
Consequently many people 
«nay be incredulous of this last story ; but 
there is no doubt of it. 
The arrangements 
have all been made, I am told, though I 
am not sure that the day has been posi­ 
tively fixed.

Mills is said to lie about half of Reid’s age, 
given at -14. 
Thera will be the usual scoff­ 
ing at this as a mercenary marriage on his 
part, because

of from §20 000,000 to 830,000,000 ; but 
Reid is sufficiently well off in this world’s 
goods to prevent him from wedding from 
mere monetary motives. 
Their intimate 
friends aver th at they are very fond of 
one another, and that she will be au excel­ 
lent companion for him, as her mind is far 
more mature than her years would indicate. 
She is described as a very interesting and 
accomplished young lady. 
Reid is a native of Ohio—having been 
born at Xenia of a Scotch Covenanter 
father—and began journalism as soon as he 
bad got through college, which w as at 17. 
He distinguished himself on the Cincinnati 
Gazette as a war and W ashington corre­ 
spondent, having w ritten somoof the best 
battle accounts furnished during the rebell­ 
ion. 
He still holds his pecuniary interest 
in the Gazette. 
I t is twelve years since he 
went upon the Tribune at Horace Greeley’s 
request, soon succeeding him as its chief. 
He controls fifty-one shares of the one 
hundred into which the Association is 
divided. 
He has published two excellent 
works—"A fter the W ar,” and “ Ohio in 
the W a r”—which have been widely read 
and sold largely. 
W hitelaw Reid will 
doubtless be warmly welcomed by his 
many friends into the great army of Ameri 
can husbands.

Honey —A correspondent, writing from San Luis 
Rey, in San Diego county, says: “ The honey re­ 
gion of Los Angeles, San Bernardino and San 
Diego ha9 had, so far, less than seven inches of 
rain, and unless we get more very soon—and a good 
deal of it—we shall have another failure this year. 
The great honey plants begin to show the unmis­ 
takable signs of two and four years ago. 
My crop 
of honey last year was about 33.000 tt>9; the year 
before, not a jnmnd. Unless a heavy rain comes 
within two weeks, the blue sage (which produces 
our choicest white honey) will fail entirely. Indeed, 
from long years of careful and anxious study of the 
conditions necessary to the honey production, I am 
fearful that plant will fail us, and, if so, the rest 
canuot make a crop.” It is to be hoped that the 
above discouraging view may cot be fulfilled, and 
that our apiarists may at least obtain some return 
from their several hives. Although there may be a 
partial failure iu the extreme southern portion of 
the State, there are other sections in which the 
honey yield presents a more promising aspect. For 
instance, news has been received from Bakersfield, 
which states that the crop of the surrounding coun­ 
try is Showing up wolL Extracting has already 
commenced, and shipments thence may soon be ex­ 
pected. It must be remembered, however, that the 
bulk of our supplies comes from the districts in 
which the prospects ju3t now are anything but 
favorable.
